Tax money used 
in harassment case

WASHINGTON — U.S. Rep. Blake Faren- 
thold, who used $84,000 in taxpayer money to 
settle with a former aide who sued him for 
sexual harassment in 2014, says he will take out 
a loan to pay back the money.
